Shows What the Students 


are Accomplishing.

The first annual arts exhibit of the 


Connellsville public schools which be- 
gan in the lobby of the high school 
this afternoon proved to be one o" 
the most Interesting of any ever held 
In connection with the schools. The 
results accomplished by an organized 
drawing course in two yeai A and a 
manual training course in one year 
were a revelation to those who saw 
the display. 


Hundreds of parents and friends of 


the school were present this aftei- 
noon and more will be on hand to- 
night and during the three periods 
in which the exhibit will be open to- 
morrow. 


The exhibit is divided into grades. 


The progress of the work can be trac- 
ed from the beginners up to the high 
school. In the upper grades wurk of 
unusual skill is on display. 


The exhibit consists of paper cut- 


ting, crocheting, writing, crayon work, 
km ting", raphia work and macrame or 
cord weaving. In the paper cutting the 
little ones tire taught to depict various 
•childhood stories. Little Miss Mu£a£ 
and the Three Black Bears are shown 
by grades. This same work is done 
in all of the grades, becoming more 
elaborate and pretentious in the high- 
er schools. A description of the va- 
rious interesting articles would take 
too long and fail of its purpose, for 
they must be seen to get a proper con- 
ception of them. A bit of basketr# 
woven by a 14 year old boy who is 
absolutely incapable of learning the 
ordinary school branches, is an inter- 
esting feature of the grade work. This 
boy shows remarkable aptitude at thia 
sort of work, though he is deficient 
mentally.

pupils- have a toy house, for which 
they are required to make paper fur- 
niture, wall paper and other articles.
